Economic Some type of “ecoxomic ; isolation” for Ὁ Cuba_is spyeci- 
"Sauceze" tied by most Gritics. ‘tae Washington Star advocates 

a "squeeze" such as “che hemisphere applied to the 
Dominicsn Republic, which “falls short" of actioi by invasion or 
Slocirads. William S. Vbite opts for entorcine "a true and total 
quaraicine” - ~sold to cur hemisnnere neignbors by nersuasion if 
possible, "bus by putting x naked and limitless Anerican econonic 
Torse upon all breakers of the quarantine if we must. Tne Seripps— 
liovard o2oers also advocate “commercial and politic cal isolation" 
for the island. 


Arthur Krock asserts that "cconomic strangulation is nonsense 
unless we impose a blockade of Russian shipping” to Cuba. National 
Zeview recommends a blockade as “a concrete proposal." But ta 
Administration critic David Lawrence, cconotic cmbargo is “hardly 
an effective” program.

8. Soviet withdrawal, Richard Nixon has urged support for the 
accivities of exile raiders, and the use of forceful measures 
if necessary (similarly, Chicage American). Without commenting 
on the merits of Nixon's proposals, Roscoe Drummond welcomes the 
appearance of " gouie political Leadership which will give the 
MAviON Noe juste good criticism but clear and concrete alterna- 
tives? (also, Vash. Star, Cincinnati Enquirer, N.¥. Herald Trib.). 


But) Administration critic Wasningston News (Scripps—Howard) 
concludes tnat Nixon “wasn't very specific," noting that he 
"Geclined to endorse" either a biockade or an invasion. Yet, 
he "mirrored the instinctive U.S. opinion that Castro-communism 
hes been tolerated too long,” it feels. And William 5. White 
gis sents from the idea of using the Cuban exiles, holding that 

reeing Cuba is "the U.S.'s om responsibility." 
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
